For a man of long political experience 
and 
outstanding ability in dealing with Congress, this 
is an astonishing fact. 
There has been division in Texas over him but 
this is not necessarily a reflection - the state 
always has given evidence of being sharply split 
about most of its political figures. 
The late Sam Rayburn, speaker of the house, 
and former Vice President John Nance Garner 
may have been exceptions. 
In Congress, Johnson established a

cepted by the Kennedys and others in the liberal 
camp.

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PRECIOUS METALS IN HIDING 
“What’s become of all the gold?” Robert 
Browning was moved to ask years ago. 
He 
could wonder now about silver, too. Both metals 
continue to be in ever shorter supply, if not 
exactly for the same reasons. 
The disappearance of gold from public coffers 
will be discussed at a meeting in London later 
this month between the Western World’s money 
experts - the so-called Group of Ten - and people 
from the International Monetary Fund. The rela­ 
tive strengths of the Frenchand American views 
on the price of gold will be put to the test then. 
The First National City Bank in a recent re­ 
port shows that in 1966, for the first time on 
record, all of the newly mined gold - about 
$1-1/2 billion - wont into private hands. At the 
same time there was a slight decline in the 
world’s monetary stocks, with the United States 
again a major loser. 
The New York Bank in its authoritative annual 
gold report figures that in the past 10 years 
more than $10 billion in gold has gone into 
private hands. 
Much of this understandably 
has gone into jewelry, the arts, and dentistry. 
But 
the 
people of France, always famous 
hoarders, are believed to have a fabulous $3 
billion to $4 billion hidden in mattresses or 
buried in farmyards. 
This in part explains why the French have 
been so vigorous in urging an increase in the 
U.S.-pegged price of $35 an ounce for gold. 
Jacques Rueff, the French money wizard-despite 
the fact that he holds no official position in the 
government - early in January was giving 
a 
sales pitch to private gatherings in 
London. 
The Economist of London reports: 
“ Perhaps 
more emphatically than ever before, M. Rueff 
insisted...that an increase in the price of gold 
was inevitable and he was willing to bet his 
last dollar that it would have occurred by 1970.” 
To which the American answer is Stuff 
and 
Nonsense. 
A top official of the Federal Re­ 
serve Board, quoted in U.S. News & World Re­ 
port, says about raising the price of gold: 
“That’s absolutely and positively out. 
I wish 
the world would realize that once and for all. 
Perhaps then we could get some of this gold 
out of hoards.” 
What may be the central discussion by the 
money men in London is the creation of some 
new “composite reserve unit” based on world 
currencies. 
Such a scheme would retain gold 
as a monetary base, take the strain off the dol­ 
lar, and increase liquidity for world trade pur­ 
poses, or so its adherents claim. 
The shortage of silver is more an internal 
problem. 
Less than a year and a half after 
enactment of major legislation to cut use of 
silver in coinage, the U.S. Treasury is 
still 
faced with a steady drainage from its stocks. 
The silver content of half dollars was cut to 
40 per cent. Quarters and dimes were issued 
as niekel-and-copper sandwiches.^ 


The result: 
The cupro-nickel coins 
were 
spent, the silver ones hoarded. 
But a senior 
executive of one major silver producer deems 
it “utterly ridiculous” that the price of silver 
dimes, quarters, and half dollars could go so 
high that melting them down would be prof itable.

THE HIGH COST OF COLLEGE FOOTBALL 
George Washington University in Washington, 
D. C., is expected shortly to join the ranks of 
colleges that have given up intercollegiate foot­ 
ball. Fordham, Georgetown, and Catholic Uni­ 
versity, all of which sent teams to major bowl 
games in the 1930s and 1940s, gave up the sport 
years ago. 
The reason in each case was sub­ 
stantially the same: College football is an ex­ 
pensive 
and 
often 
unprofitable 
enterprise. 
George Washington, for example, lost around 
$254,000 on its football program last year. Thus, 
the GW Board of Trustees probably will recom­ 
mend abandonment of football and increased em­ 
phasis on basketball when it meets on Thursday, 
Jan. 19. 
George Washington has been unable to with­ 
stand competition for fans from Maryland, Navy, 
the Washington Redskins, the Baltimore Colts, 
and from televised games of these and other 
college and professional teams. To be assured 
of success, a college football team today must 
be a member of a powerful conference, such as 
the Southeastern, or have a large body of loyal 
followers, as do most Ivy League teams. 
Even when a college football program con­ 
sistently loses money, dropping the sport is 
not necessarily a good idea. 
Affluent alumni, 
remembering better days on the gridiron, are all 
too likely to express their displeasure by ig­ 
noring fund appeals. 
The football team is the 
only link many an old grad has to his alma mater. 
Students at Fordham, Georgetown and NYU have 
organized self-supporting football clubs in an 
effort to fill the autumn sports gap on those 
campuses. 
The quality of play is not to be 
confused with that of Notre Dame or Michigan 
State, and the crowds, while vociferous, are 
not exactly crowds. 
Still, both the spectators 
and the players - amateurs in the strict sense 
of the word - seem genuinely to enjoy them­ 
selves and to be unconcerned about who’s number 
one. 
It could be that football is only a game 
after all.

MOTORIST 
Practically every American 
family regards the automobile 
as a necessity. We are a na­ 
tion on wheels, in which mobil­ 
ity is always the order of the 
day. 
According to Bureau of Pub­ 
lic Roads estim ates, some 95.6 
million Americans are licensed 
to drive motor vehicles. And, 
every time they start the en­ 
gine, they pay a pretty penny for 
the privilege. 
In 1965, 
says the publication 
Oil Facts, we Americans paid 
about $7.2 billion in state and 
federal 
motor 
vehicle fuel 
taxes. 
That was three times 
the amount collected 15 years 
ago. And the gas tax is a good 
example of how, once govern­ 
ment gets its 
hands into the 
taxpayers* pockets, it is never 
satisfied. It 
digs deeper 
and 
deeper. 


The 
tax 
had humble begin­ 
nings. Oregon was the first to 
levy 
it at a mere one cent a 
gallon figure. Since then, it has 
become universal. State taxes 
of six cents and more a gallon 
are general. Then the federal 
government 
loads on another 
four cents. The result is that 
the tax 
represents about half 
the pre-tax, 
retail price 
of 
regular 
grade gas. And the 
pressure 
for still higher gas 
taxes is always on. 
The voice of the motorist must 
be constantly heard if any lim­ 
it 
at all is to be imposed on 
this tax. 
Few out and out lux­ 
uries 
much less an absolute 
necessity 
bear so 
heavy 
a 
burden. It's time to call a halt 
to further raids on the motor­ 
ists* pocketbook.

THE ATOM IS TAMED 
In some areas, there has been 
determined opposition to 
the 
construction of 
electric pow­ 
e r plants using nuclear 
re­ 
actors. 
This is l>ased on 
a 
fear that something may 
go 
wrong and a holocaust of Hiro­ 
shima 
dimensions might re­ 
sult. 
But that fear is groundless— 
as a clip sheet issued by the 
University of California makes 
clear. An operator of a 
nu­ 
clear reactor, 
it 
points out, 
is much safer than the driv­ 
er of an automobile, a worker 
in a factory, or even a beach­ 
comber. 
Putting it specifically, the clip 
sheet 
says, in the 
22 years 
since atomic power was first 
harnessed only six men have 
been 
killed by radiation. That 
works out to less than one third 
person 
per year. Automobile 
fatalities, by the way of con­ 
trast, run to 40,000 a year, and 
accidental 
falls take 
an 18,— 
700 annual toll. 
In other words, nuclear power 
is safe. To quote the sheet di­ 
rectly, “ Radiation is 
as 
old 
as the solar system . A 
man 
spending a day at the beach gets 
more radiation than a worker at 
a nuclear plant . . .Water used 
to cool nuclear plants does not 
become radioactive.” 
Electricity produced from nu­ 
clear 
sources 
is a 
com­ 
mercially feasible reality now 
in many parts of the country. 
There is no doubt 
as to the 
important 
role 
it is to play 
in meeting 
future energy and 
power requirem ents. And there 
should be no doubt as to its 
safety. The atom has been thor­ 
oughly tamed.

CIUDAD BOLIVAR •• Vene­ 
zuela is a nation on the march. 
It is building a subway system, 
to be finished sooner than the 
Washington, D. C., subway. It 
is developing its vast interior. 
Its schools have tripled. Its 
death and disease 
rates are 
down. 


Most of the march is due to 
the vibrant democracy now gov­ 
erning 
Venezuela, led by men 
who long lived 
in exile 
to 
escape dictatorships of Gomez 
and Perez Jim inez and who are 
determined to profit from their 
mistakes. 
Part is also due to a 
new 
partnership with American in­ 
dustry and the fact that many 
Venezuelan leaders 
have stu­ 
died in the United States. After 
some tragic 
U. S. erro rs, as 
when 
Eisenhower 
gave the 
Legion of Merit to Dictator 
Perez 
Jim inez, 
the 
United 
States has done its best to help 
a n d 
encourage Venezuelan 
democracy. 
The man at the helm, P resi­ 
dent Raul Leoni, is descended 
from a 
Corsican family 
and 
married the daughter of Gen- 
eral Fernanez, one of the mili­ 
tary men who 
kept 
dictator 
Gomez in power. Despite this, 
Le ' 
and 
his 
wife 
were 
m arrivl in Washington where 
he was exiled because of his 
opposition to the policies which 
his father - in - law supported. 
One daughter 
was born 
in 
Washington, two children 
in 
Costa Rica, and one in Bolivia, 
all while their father was in 
exile. 
Gonzalo 
B arrios, 
former 
Minister of the Interior, 
now 
Secretary General of the action

hoff, Quade and Douglas, ex­ 
perts on the San Francisco 
subway, 
and with Alan M. 
Voorhees & Associates, who 
are now planning the Washing­ 
ton subway. 
Antonio Ledezma Lanz, 
in 
charge of Venezuela's expand­ 
ing chemical industry, studied 
at the University of Michigan. 
This month he is signing con­ 
tracts with Union Carbide and 
Allied Chemical to establish 
Venezuelan factories 
to pro­ 
duce a wide range of chemical 
products, chiefly for export. 
The 
partnership with Union 
Carbide will give it 
60 per

The Orinoco River,

Its banks, 
once the 
abode of 
sleepy 
alligators, 
are low and green, like 
the 
M ississippi's. The alligators 
have been retreating upstream 
as civilization, with 
its steel 
mills 
and hydroelectric pro­ 
jects, pushes south. 
A breeze 
whipped up a few 
whitecaps out of the river's 
vast and muddy bosom, a deep 
bosom, for the Orinoco is 150 
feet deep at the point where I 
stood. 
Several hundred others stood 
there — President Leoni,

Although it is now 
apparent 
that the rate of growth in busi­ 
ness activity was stronger ir 
the first half than in the second 
half of 1966, we will begin 1967 
with the good momentum of a 
strong economy and with record 
levels of both employment and 
consumer disposable income. 
In consumer electronics, the 
industry is approaching 5 mil- 
Ifcn color sets for 1966, and 
tllere is expectation that 
this 
figure 
could increase to ap­ 
proximately 7 million in 1967. 
Even with this kind of per­ 
formance, at the end of 1967

Look 
magazine went from 35 cents to 
50 cents, as did The Reader's 
Digest. Time magazine rose to 
50 cents a newsstand copy from 
40 cents. 
In 
most 
cases publishers 
blame rising costs of labor, 
paper and printing. But not al­ 
ways. One publisher said it 
feared a postal rate increase 
and was increasing revenue as 
a precaution. 
A Time spokesman says their 
increase resulted only partly 
from costs. Time, he said, firm ­ 
ly believes that its publication 
was underpriced. In 1964 
this 
weekly sold for 25 cents a copy. 
It went to 35 cents in March of 
that year and to 40 cents last 
May. 
This has brought about a defi­ 
nite change in the relative costs 
borne by Time’s advertisers. 
Some members of the maga­ 
zine industry feel that Look 
raised its price to 50 cents be­ 
cause it had such a powerful 
ittraction, or had incurred such 


nigh costs, in the serialization

"The Death of a Presi- 
lent.” 
The argument has holes and 
is roundly denied by the Look 
publishers. What gives the re­ 
port circulation is the timing. 
The magazine went to 50 cents 
just one issue before the seria­ 
lization began. 
Look spokesmen point out, 
however, that the biweekly had 
irrevocably committed itself to 
the higher price in announce­ 
ments Oct. 3, that it began tests 
of the new price Nov. 1 and that 
the Increase was nationwide by 
Nov. 27. The purchase date of

Tdiere has been little perma­ 
nent reaction to these single 
copy increases. A report cir­ 
culates that one womens* maga­ 
zine raised its price to 50 cents 
a copy because, after its com­ 
petitor did so, women began 
offering 50 cents a copy any­ 
way. 
The Saturday Evening Post, 
which raised single copies to 35 
cents from 25 cents last April, 
clalns its newsstand circula­ 
tion is climbing again.

SAFETY LEGISLATION 
FOR THE HIGHWAYS 
JEFFERSON CITY - Drive 
Carefully! Drive Safely! Drive 
Defensively! Most Missourians 
have seen signs with these pro­ 
clamations encouraging them to 
use the highways 
with 
t h e 
greatest degree of care — and 
for good reason. 
Last year, 1374 people were 
killed on Missouri highways— 
four more than the year 
be­ 
fore — and more deaths 
are 
expected this year. 
The State Legislature 
is 
responsible for providing pub­ 
lic 
education, 
maintaining 
state 
hospitals 
and a 
wide 
range of other services 
in­ 
cluding building 
road 
and 
highways. 
But an even greater responsi­ 
bility weighs on them to see 
that those road and highways 
are used safely — with a mini­ 
mum number of accidents and 
deaths. 
In his legislative message, 
Go v . 
Warren E. 
Hearnes 
asked the Legislature 
to pass 
a uniform 
motor vehicle in­ 
spection law, and to provide a 
central records system to re­ 
cord all accidents in the state. 
Col. Mike Hockaday, super­ 
intendent of the Missouri High­ 
way Patrol, explained that his 
department 
started 
vehicle 
inspection on a voluntary basis 
last year. Patrolmen checked 
more than 36,000 vehicles and 
found more than 6,500 defec­ 
tive, indicating a need for 
a 
broader program. 
A statutory provision would 
give the Patrol the power to 
set 
up check points through­ 
out the 
state and insure that 
Missouri 
drivers are 
using 
safe vehicles, Hockaday said. 
Just as important, 
he 
ex­ 
plained, is the need for 
a cen­ 
tral records system. Present­ 
ly, 
only accidents on out-state 
highways are consistently re­ 
ported. A method must 
be 
established to gather 
infor­ 
mation 
on accidents within 
corporate 
limits — such as 
Jackson County and St. Louis 
City and County, Hockaday said. 
Such information would 
al­ 
low the Patrol to concentrate 
its enforcement 
efforts more 
efficiently, in addition to pro­ 
viding 
statistics to the High­ 
way Department for improving 
dangerous 
road conditions, he 
said. 
Hockaday pointed out 
that 
these safety measures did not 
originate with the 
state, but 
are the result of several stu­ 
dies and federal recommenda­ 
tions 
for promoting 
highway 
safety. 
In many areas of traffic safe­ 
ty, he said, the state 
did not 
assume the 
responsibility in. 
enacting 
these provisions, so 
the federal government has en­ 
couraged states to adopt them, 
with a penalty of losing 
fed­ 
eral highway funds. 
“ But these measures should 
be adopted by the Legislature 
because they are good," Hocka­ 
day said, “and not Just 
be­ 
cause 
the federal govern­ 
ment recommends them.” 
The federal government lias 
been Interested in traffic safe­ 
ty 
for some time, Hockaday 
added. This is evidence on the 
President's 
Action 
Program 
for 
highway safety, and 
the 
recent Traffic Safety and High, 
wa- 
Safety Acts. 
The Central records system 


and uniform 
vehicle 
inspec­ 
tion are only two steps toward 
improving traffic safety. 
Hockaday 
said 
his depart­ 
ment is emphasizing concen­ 
trated 
enforcement 
in areas 
where higher 
numbers of ac­ 
cidents seem to occur. By con­ 
centrating more patrolmen in a 
certain area, perhaps only one 
day 
a 
week for an extended 
period, the drivers in this area 
become 
conscious 
of their 
presence and drive according­ 
ly- 
In addition, Hockaday 
has 
requested that this session of 
the 
Legislature appropriate 
money for a third Highway Pa­ 
trol traffic spotting plane, and 
for more radar 
cars, in ad­ 
dition to the 30 radar cars now 
in operation. 
Improved 
traffic 
safety 
statutes also are in the mill, 
Hockaday 
said. A committee 
working 
with the Highway De­ 
partment is preparing a report 
to be released soon which will 
compare Missouri statutes with 
those recommended in the Uni­ 
form Traffic Safety Code. 
Changes in present statutes 
will be recommended to 
help 
facilitate 
uniform nationwide 
traffic 
laws, Hockaday, 
ex­ 
plained, and the recommenda­ 
tions will be given to the Legis­ 
lature.
